The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In reviewing 
the art and the rejections in the last Office Action the Examiner has concluded that it 
would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that the instant 
compositions consisting essentially of theaflavin, theaflavin-3-gallate, theaflavin-3'- 
gallate and theaflavin 3,3'-digallate would reduce low density lipoprotein (LDL) while not 
significantly reducing high density lipoprotein (HDL) in a human subject. Of course the 
language of the claims and the whole tenor of the disclosure distinguishes applicants' 
useful composition from black tea.
